THE success of Greenwich’s primary 
schools has been further underlined 
this month in the latest government 
figures for performances by 11-year- 
olds in national assessments. 

With the government continually 
setting higher standards for schools, the 
current national target is for schools 
to have at least 65 per cent of pupils 
reaching the expected level for 11-year- 
olds (Level 4) in reading, maths and 
writing. 

The great news for Greenwich parents 
is that every single primary school is 


meeting this target. Only 21 other local 
authorities can make this claim - out of 
210 in England. 

The tables also confirmed that 
Greenwich is in the top 10 for the local 
authorities with the best combined 
achievement by pupils in reading, 
writing and maths. In fact, out of 210 
boroughs, Greenwich came joint fifth. 

The news follows the publication last 
month of the influential Sunday Times 
table of Top 500 State Primary Schools, 
which included nine Greenwich schools. 
Only two other boroughs in the whole of 
London had more schools in the list. 


Cllr John Fahy, the council’s Cabinet 
Member for Children’s Services, 
said:“These figures are just the latest 
confirmation of the excellent work that 
is taking place in our primary schools. 
It is a great tribute to the teaching 
staff and governors, and also reflects 
the excellent support that our schools 
receive from parents too. 

“It is absolutely right that our 
schools have high aspirations for their 
Greenwich children - and we will 
continue to support and challenge our 
schools to ensure that this continues, 
and that schools improve still further.”

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Charity and community groups pack festive food parcels

GREENWICH Foodbank is gearing up 
for a busy Christmas, as more needy 
people ask for help to keep their larder 
shelves stocked up, and put meals on 
the table. 

The foodbank, in Orangery Lane, Eltham, 
was given a boost after two tons of food 
were collected from the Tesco Extra store 
in Woolwich. It was handed in by shoppers 
to a team of volunteers, which included 
eight staff from Barclays. 

“It was the equivalent of four transit van 
loads,” said Alan Robinson, chief executive 
of the foodbank. “People give us more at 
Christmas and Easter, because they are 
more conscious of the needs of others at a 
time of family celebrations. 

“Demand is still rising, but not as fast as 
previously. We fed 5,300 people last year, 
and at the current rate it will be about 6,500 
this year. Our customers are usually in 
the middle age bracket - not the 16 -21s or 
people of pensionable age.” 

The foodbank has also been collecting 
Advent calendars donated by schools and 
Barclays bank to send out with the food 
packs. 

He added: “We have a good relationship 
with the schools, and the early years are 
particularly supportive. We received 10 tons 
of food from schools during harvest time, 
which is a large proportion considering we 
will use 50 tons this year. The rest comes 
from the churches, or collections at local 
supermarkets. 

“My main message is that we are still 
seeing an increase in demand, so people 
should not think we have enough food. But 
we need to be given only non-perishable 
items, such as tins and packet foods. There 
might not be an end to this for a couple of 
years so I would remind friends and family 
that there are people in need, and we are 
doing our best to help them.”

Comment on Silvertown tunnel 


RESIDENTS are urged to give their views on 
the proposal for a new tunnel under the River 
Thames at Silvertown. 

Local people have until Friday, December 
1 9, to let Transport for London (TfL) know 
what they think about the plans for a new 
tunnel, close to the existing Blackwall Tunnel. 
It would connect Greenwich Peninsula with 
the Royal Docks. The prospective tunnel 
will provide a new road crossing across the 
Thames, reduce queuing at the Blackwall 
Tunnel, support the creation of new jobs and 
homes and could create the opportunity for 
new public transport connections. 

If approved, work on the Silvertown Tunnel 
could begin in 201 7 and take four years to 
complete at an estimated cost of around 
£750 million. TfL is proposing to charge for 
the use of the new tunnel and the existing 
Blackwall Tunnel. It's also asking for residents' 
views on this as charging would help manage 


demand and fund the new tunnel. 

TfL has already consulted on potential new 
crossings to the east of Silvertown, at Gallions 
Reach and Belvedere. While some are keen on 
alternatives to the Blackwall Tunnel there are 
concerns about air quality, noise, congestion 
and charging so everyone is urged to give 
their views. The capital's population is forecast 
to grow to 1 0 million by 2030, with much of 
this growth in east London, so demand for 
river crossings will increase. 

A report on the findings of the TfL 
consultation will be presented to the 
London and online mayor in the spring. 

The Royal Borough of Greenwich will be 
responding to the consultation and will set 
out the need for further public transport 
improvements, including calling for the DLR 
to be extended to Eltham.

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Public urged to join fight against terrorism 

Red alert on

POLICE have been talking to people 
in the borough to raise awareness of 
the threat of terrorism. 

They spoke to passers-by and shoppers, 
as part of the recent National Counter- 
terrorism Week. 

The action is being supported by 
the council, which has been posting 
information on its intranet to tell people 
how they can help to prevent vulnerable 
people from being radicalised, and the 
dangers of them travelling to Syria. 

Part of the national counter-terrorism 
strategy is called ‘Prevent’, and aims to 
stop people being drawn into or supporting 
terrorism. 

Assistant Commissioner Mark Rowley 
calls for people and businesses to be 
prepared to play their part in keeping the 
country safe: 

He said: “The danger posed by violent 
extremists has evolved. They are no longer 
a problem solely stemming from countries 
like Iraq and Afghanistan, far away in the 
minds of the public. Now, they are home 
grown, in our communities; radicalised by 
images and messages they read on social 
media and prepared to kill for their cause. 
The tragic murder of Lee Rigby last year 
was a stark warning to us all about how 
real and local the threat is. 

“Police officers and our partners are 
continuing to work 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week to protect the UK from a 
terrorist attack. So far this year, we have 
disrupted several attack plots and made 
271 arrests following counter-terrorism 
investigations but the eyes and ears of 
law enforcement and other agencies alone 
cannot combat the threat.” 

Council leader Denise Hyland said: “We 
are an extremely strong, proud and united 
community in Woolwich - as was shown in 
the immediate aftermath of the appalling 
murder of Lee Rigby when all parts of our 
community came together to condemn 
this appalling act, which could have 
happened anywhere in the country with a 
military base. 

“Leaders from all parts of our community 
work together to promote cohesion - this

WOOLWICH Library is once again the pride of the 
borough after becoming the most popular library 
in London for the second year running. 

It is also the second busiest library in the UK, 
second only to Norwich Library. Figures just 
published show Woolwich had 1,870,000 visits 
over the last year. 

Overall, the libraries in Royal Greenwich are 
third in the UK for the total visits per 1 ,000 of 
the population, bettered only by Westminster 
and Dundee. The findings come from the 
annual libraries survey which is carried out by 
the Chartered Institute of Public Finance and 
Accountancy (CIPFA). 

Woolwich Library, in the Woolwich Centre 
in Wellington Street is much more than just a 
place that loans books and DVDS. People go 


there throughout the day to check out new jobs 
on computer screens, have lessons in IT, hear 
talks, join a reading group, use free wi-fi, or view 
special exhibitions.

15 rogue landlords 
facing prosecution 
in crackdown 1

MORE than a thousand homes run 
by private landlords have been 
checked by council inspectors to 
make sure they are not sub-standard, 
unregulated or dangerous. 

The move has led to 15 landlords facing 
prosecution, while another 19 have been 
served with notices for overcrowding, and 
105 have been told to make improvements 
while eight properties were found to be 
so dangerous that they had to be either 
completely or partially closed. 

It is all part of the council’s campaign 
to crack down on rogue landlords, which 
began in April. Hundreds of properties 
have been targeted, including those 
with multiple occupants, unregulated 
or illegal hostels, and others which are 
poorly managed or in bad condition. 

The council’s special enforcement team 
is working closely in partnership with the 
police, the Fire Service, HM Revenue and 
Customs, and the UK Border Agency, and 
Gang masters Licensing Authority. The 
team is looking forward to HM Revenue 
and Customs joining the partnership 
working arrangements soon. 


One big concern is the number of 
properties that do not have basic fire 
precautions such as smoke alarms and 
fire doors. The borough’s Fire Brigade 
Commander, Bob Selby, said: “Landlords 
are responsible for keeping their property 
safe from fire, and ensuring everyone 
can evacuate should a fire occur. This 
campaign enables all partner agencies to 
more easily locate buildings at greatest 
risk, and where necessary apply combined 
enforcement powers to improve the safety 
of tenants.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, said; “Some rogue 
landlords are collecting rents and benefit 
payments for properties that are crowded, 


sub-standard or which are just plain 
dangerous. We will take the strongest 
possible action if they do not clean up 
their act. However, for those landlords 
who accept that they need to make 
improvements, we will provide support 
and expertise to help them operate their 
business responsibly and professionally. ”

Beware of 1 2 scams of Christmas 


IF it seems too good to be 
true, then it almost certainly 
isn’t true. 

That’s the warning from Royal 
Greenwich Trading Standards 
officers who are reminding 
residents to be extra careful as 
they do their Christmas shopping. 

The festive season is a prime 
time for fraudsters who pick on 
unwary shoppers whether online 
or at markets and pop up auctions 
and they urge people to be extra 
careful so they don’t get caught 
out by the crooks. 

To help trading standards have 
published a list of the ‘Top 12 
online frauds of Christmas’, along 
with details of what to watch out 
for. The dodgy 12, and what people 
should remember, are: 

• Online shopping: bogus websites 
used to advertise counterfeit or 
unsafe goods or goods that will 
never be delivered. Advice: Go to 
official websites of major brands 
and find a list of authorised 
sellers. 

• Christmas e-cards, which may 
contain viruses which collect 
personal data, financial 
information. Advice: Delete 
anonymous e-cards and use 
reputable anti-virus software. 

• Auction sites like eBay or 
Gumtree usually sell genuine 
items, but some may be counterfeit 
or not exist at all. Advice: Use 
recommended payment methods 
rather than cash, research the 
seller before bidding, and be 
cautious about buying from 
sellers abroad. 

• Holiday frauds - beware ‘too 
good to miss’ cheap package 


trips and bargain booking offers. 
Advice: Always pay by credit 
card, and don’t buy if your card is 
not accepted. Use companies that 
are ABTA or ATOL protected. 

• Loan and investment scams 
- fraudsters can intercept 
applications to legitimate lenders 
and create their own bogus 
company websites. Advice: 
Research loan and investment 
companies first, and if an advance 
fee is involved, just say no. 

• Expensive tickets for rock, 
sports or similar events can be 
fakes. You may be offered tickets 
for an event that is already sold 
out. Advice: Go to reputable 
website showing a security 
‘padlock’ and do a search to see 
if anyone has fallen victim to a 
ticketing scam. 

• Christmas is traditionally a time 
when charities seek donations. 
But fraudsters are looking to 
steal donations. Advice: Visit 
the charity’s website and put its 
address in your browser. Check 
the website begins with https:// 
(the ‘s’ stands for secure) and look 
for the padlock symbol. 

• Cyber criminals are constantly 
developing new ways to infect 
smartphone or tablets. Advice: 
Make sure you have the latest 
version of software installed, only 
download apps from official app 
stores like Google Play and Apple 
Store, and check reviews and 
ratings. 

• Money transfers - legitimate 
sellers will ask you to pay by 
card on a secure payment page 
or by cheque. Advice: Never 
transfer money direct into the 
seller’s bank account for online 


purchases. Wait the six or seven 
days it takes for a cheque to clear 
before transferring any money or 
sending or mailing any goods. 

• Most adverts on social 
networking sites are genuine. But 
fraudsters advertise give-aways 
and offers hoping that people 
click on them and be directed to a 
website full of scams. Advice: Don’t 
put too much personal information 
on social media accounts, which 
could enable someone to access 
your bank account. 

• Signing up to an online dating 
website might find you true love, 
but beware fraudsters trying 
to win your affection, and then 
asking for money. Advice: Be 
selective with the information 
you provide about yourself, and 
never send money or give credit 
card or online account details. 

• Be careful when using 
mobile devices, particularly 
smartphones, to make purchases. 
Advice: Don’t save passwords, 
or personal or financial data, on 
your mobile unless absolutely 
necessary. And make sure it is 
passcode protected. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for community safety and 
environment, said: “We know 
that, especially close to Christmas, 
people like to get a bargain and 
more value for money. However, 
we urge festive shoppers to be 
extra vigilant whether shopping 
online or out and about.”

Don't make a bid 
to pop up auctions 


RESIDENTS are also warned 
about going along to a crooked 
'pop-up auction'. 

The events are held with the 
sole purpose of misleading, 
pressurising or deceiving 
consumers. Several have been 
held in the borough in recent 
months - the most recent in 
Plumstead two weeks ago. 
Crooks post flyers advertising a 
'clearance sale' at a local venue, 
such as a pub, community 
centre or club, with big-name 
brands on offer, such as Argos 
and Freemans. 

The event will be run like 
an auction. The sellers will 
have boxes of goods, often 
electrical such as IPods, laptops, 
computer consoles and mobile 
phones. Members of the group 
running the event will be in 
the audience pretending to be 
buyers. The seller will hold up 
an item, for example an iPod, 
offering it for only £1 0. A fellow 
fraudster in the audience will 
stick their hand up and the 
seller will shout 'sold', giving 
the audience the impression 
that goods are being sold 


extremely cheaply and they 
could get a bargain. But too 
often, once at home people 
realise they have bought a pile 
of junk. 

In previous sales sellers say they 
have run out of the branded 
goods but go on to offer other 
goods. In one instance a luxury 
watch was sold for £20 which 
the consumer later found out 
could have been bought for £5. 
Cllr Jackie Smith, the council's 
cabinet member for community 
safety and environment, said: 
"These pop-up auctions are 
run simply to cheat members 
of the public, and make a 
quick buck for the people who 
organise them. In many cases, 
what people buy is worthless 
or worse than useless. So don't 
be tempted and tricked into 
thinking you are getting a 
bargain."

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Housing managers 
propose 201 5 plans 
for Thamesmead 


HOUSING managers have 
launched a new year plan of 
improvements for residents in 
Thamesmead. 

The housing charity Peabody, 
which now owns Gallions 
Housing Association, Trust 
Thamesmead and Tilfen Land, 
is developing a long-term 
vision for the regeneration of 
Thamesmead. 

It follows a summer survey of 
residents, and the Peabody 
Group has now written to 
everyone in Thamesmead 
setting out some of their 
proposals for 2015. 

These include: 

• opening a new health and 
well-being hub in Birchmere 
Park 

• a phased clean-up of 
Thamesmead's waterways 

• play space improvements for 
young people and families 

• improved lighting 

• a dedicated match funding 
pot for resident-led projects 

• more resident forums 

• work with partners on 
improving transport locally 
and to the rest of London 

• boosting the Thamesmead 
Arts Festival 2015 
Peabody chief executive, 
Stephen Howlett said: 


"Peabody is passionate about 
Thamesmead - the people, 
place, and the potential for the 
future. 

We're investing now and would 
like to hear people's views 
about what else can be done 
to support the area. 

In the long-term, we are going 
to work with residents, the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich, 
Bexley Council, the GLA and 
our other partners to get 
things done. We want to 
provide new homes, help sort 
out local transport issues, 
and get more unused space 
brought into use - whether 
that is shops, childcare 
facilities, or other amenities 
like libraries, restaurants and 
cafes." 

The Group is already 
establishing itself in the area, 
having organised an Armistice 
Day memorial event and 
donated a 25ft Christmas tree 
for Thamesmead town centre. 
Peabody employees have 
also volunteered their time 
with local charities, launched 
digital and online courses at 
Arnott Close, and established 
a community fund offering 
grants for local wellbeing 
projects. 


Community chest 


£16m fund agreed 
for voluntary groups 


VOLUNTARY groups received 
a huge boost last week when 
Greenwich Council approved 
a £16 million funding package 
to boost services over the next 
four years. 

The funding will be used to 
protect the role of such groups 
in providing valuable services for 
the local community, particularly 
for disadvantaged people. 

The wide-ranging funding 
package was agreed by the 
council’s Cabinet on December 
10, with services ranging from 
activities for young people with 
disabilities, to debt management 
advice all receiving funding. 

While the overall level of 
funding is reduced, the reduction 
of 10 per cent is smaller than the 
level of cuts that the council is 
being forced to make in its total 
budgets as a result of cuts in 
government funding for local 
services. 

The funding package agreed 
for voluntary sector grants is 


£4,169,575 per year, over each 
of the next four financial years, 
2015/16 to 2019/20. 

The funding support for the 
voluntary sector approved in 
principle by the Cabinet will be 
subject to further examination 
by the council’s Overview and 
Scrutiny Committee before a final 
decision is made next month. 

The funding boost reflects a 
series of priorities that were 
agreed by the council in July 
2014, aimed at ensuring that 
money goes to organisations that 
make the greatest contribution 
to the council’s overall objectives 
of boosting prospects for local 
residents, tackling inequality and 
providing services for people in 
need. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the 
royal borough’s cabinet member 
for community well-Being and 


public health, said: “Once again, 
Greenwich is going to be faced 
with some very difficult decisions 
in the light of cuts in funding from 
central government. 

“However through all the years 
of cuts and austerity we have 
made clear our determination 
to protect the voluntary sector 
and the vital role that it plays in 
providing services and support 
for local people - including some 
of the most vulnerable in the 
community. 

“The strategy for voluntary 
sector grants agreed by councillors 
this week reflects our continuing 
determination to support the 
sector, and to ensure that we only 
ask voluntary sector to bear the 
same level of funding cuts as the 
Council is facing overall.” 

The new budgets will come into 
operation in April 2015.

Making your body warmer 

• Wear several thin layers, rather than 
one thick layer. Go for clothes made 
from wool, cotton or fleecy fabrics, if 
possible. 

• A lot of heat is lost through the head 
and neck, so if you're chilly indoors, try 
wearing a hat and scarf. 

• Your body keeps warm by burning 
food you've eaten, so make sure you 
have regular hot meals and hot drinks. 

• Buy tinned meat, fish, pulses, fruit 
and veg -it's just as nutritious as the 
fresh kind and very convenient. 

• Wear warm clothes in bed. When it's 
really cold, wear thermal underwear, 
bed socks and even a hat. 

• Try to keep active and reduce the 
time you spend sitting. Your body 
generates heat when you are moving 
around and can help you stay warm. 

Making your house warmer 

• Draw your curtains as soon as it gets 
dark to stop the heat escaping and the 
draughts coming in. 

• Check that your windows or door 
frames/fixings are fitted properly. 

• Use draught excluders at the bottom 
of your doors and fit draught excluders 
around window and door frames. 

• Have your heating system serviced 
(this includes boilers, radiators etc.) 

• Make sure your radiators have been 
'bled'; if not they will not heat properly 
and don't cover or block them - it cuts 
the heat they give out. 

• Check your stopcock is working 
properly and that your pipes are 
insulated. 

• You may be eligible for funding 
measures which could help to make 
your home warmer.
